SUBMITS YEAR-END REVIEW 


Disregarding the pessimistic outlook of many busi- 
nessmen, Chairman Melvin H. Baker of National Gypsum 
Co. predicted that his building materials firm will set a 
new sales record in 1958. 


secause of favorable prospects for construction and 
improvements in the compatiy’s operations, we are opti- 
mistie enough to expect that National Gypsum sales, next 
year, will increase by about $10 million,” Mr. Baker said 
in a year-end review. 

‘*This probable gain will mean a new sales record for 
the company,” he said. 

National Gypsum sales for 1957 were estimated at 
$142,500,000, about 6% under record sales of $151 million 
for 1956. Estimated earnings of $13,000,000 for the year 
were down about 11%. 

‘*Private and public housing starts this year will 
total slightly more than one-million. We expect that close 
to 1,100,000 homes will be built in 1958.” 

Overall construction next year will exceed 1957’s 
record dollar volume by ‘‘about two per-cent but we can 
expect the market will be more competitive in terms of 
product quality and service with selective price increases 
rather than a general rise.” 

National Gypsum’s chief executive pointed out that 
‘‘home building activity has dropped more than 25 per 
cent in the past two vears due to short mortgage funds 
and unfavorable terms. Consequently a backlog of de- 
mand for new homes has been rapidly building up.” 

Mr. Baker said the shortage of mortgage money is 
expected to be less severe in the coming year ‘‘ because of 
increased savings in the hands of lending agencies and 
because borrowing for industrial plant expansion will be 
less.”’ 

He said ‘‘the recent lowering of Federal Reserve dis- 
count rates tends to reinforce the assumption that more 
money will be available for mortgages in 1958.” 

The Board Chairman said ‘‘National Gypsum will

compete for a larger market with its new products and 
new ideas in processing, engineering and design from our 
accelerated research program.” 

As an example, he mentioned that many home build- 
ing products have been designed to reduce on-the-site 
labor costs. 

‘‘Other products”, he added, ‘‘have been attractively 
restyled to capture more market from the more conven- 
tional materials.” 

Mr. Baker also discussed his company’s continuing 
expansion of production facilities. 

‘*By spring we will complete additions and moderni- 
zation of the gypsum plant purchased several months ago 
at New Haven, Conn,” he said. ‘‘ Thereafter, the plant will 
be ready for efficient production of our complete gypsum 
line to supplement present distribution in the New Eng- 
land market.” 

He said National Gypsum’s 3-year asbestos mining 
and milling development at Thetford Mines, Quebec, will 
be completed by April. 

‘*Thetford Mines will supply asbestos fibre to our 
three roofing and siding plants in the United States,” he 
explained. ‘‘It will take care of our present asbestos needs 
with a surplus for future growth at substantial saving 
over present purchases in the open market.” 

Chairman Baker said his company will have a new 
acoustical tile in production in Alexandria, Indiana, this 
spring. 

‘*We expect this production — employing a wholly 
new low-cost process — will provide us with a larger share 
of the fast-growing acoustical market.” 

At Tawas City, Michigan, the company’s new gypsum

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quarry operation, including stripping, crushing, rail- 
roads and docks, will be ready for loading and shipping 
by next fall. 

He said completion of the Tawas City gypsum quarry 
was ‘‘timed to provide a storage pile at Waukegan, IIL, 
where a new gypsum plant will be brought into produe- 
tion in the spring of 1959.” 

Mr. Baker said another new gypsum plant, also sup- 
plied with raw gypsum from the new Tawas City quarry, 
will follow at Lorain, Ohio in 1960. 

‘*National Gypsum Company is pushing ahead with 
its expansion program,” the Board Chairman concluded, 
‘‘because continued growth in population will call for an 
unprecedented demand for all types of construction and 
building materials in the years ahead.”

MEASUREMENTS AND APPLICATIONS OF 
THERMAL INSULATIONS 


The fight to keep heat energy where it belongs has 
continued ever since cave men donned the first fur wraps. 
Today keeping hot water hot, cold water cold, keeping 
homes and factories warm in winter and cool in summer, 
keeping missile fuels from evaporating on the ground and 
missile instruments warm in outer space, are only a few of 
the applications for thermal insulation. 


The development of specifications and methods of 
test for thermal insulating materials, of use to industry 
and the public, is the responsibility of ASTM Committee 
C-16 on Thermal Insulating Materials.

When this has 
been done, the necessary apparatus for the method is ae- 
quired and used by many laboratories, and experience on 
a wide scale becomes available.

217, includes six papers which bear heavily on develop- 
ing methods of test and in particular a review of the 
testing techniques involved. It includes 4 papers about 
guarded hot plate apparatus tests, one on the effect of 
moisture on thermal insulation and one on the use of 
thermal insulation for underground piping.

GENERAL BUSINESS 





The economy continues to develop soft spots. Steel 
production rate is still falling and auto sales are slowing 
down with the result that at least one major producer is 
eutting back production substantially. On the other hand 
retail sales are holding up well except in New York where 
a transit strike put a crimp in Christmas shopping. The 
construction industry is still looking for good business in 
1958. Where and when the impact of increased defense 
spending, particularly in the missile field, will make itself 
felt is problematical. If this increase should be offset by 
decreased government spending in other areas the net ef- 
fect may be nil- The most troubling thing about the current 
situation is the glumness regarding the future outlook on 
the part of so many people in the business world. A change 
in this psychological attitude could almost surely lead to 
an improvement in the general business situation. 


ASBESTOS—RAW MATERIAL 


Shipments of raw asbestos fibre from Canadian Mines 
will end up at slightly above the level of 1956. 

It is difficult to anticipate the 1958 demand in view 
of the uncertain economic picture. However, it is obvious 
that additional production will come into being during the 
year, and unless business picks up markedly, or additional 
uses for fibre are developed, an oversupply in most grades 
appears indicated. 

Ample inventories in all grades, including 3 group, 
are available.

Within the past thirty days de- 
mand has subsided considerably. Normally December is a 
poor month as equipment accounts do not permit shipments 
because of inventory taking. However, demand is lower 
than originally anticipated.

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(distributors) is predicted to wind up 11% ahead of last 
year. Equipment sales show them to be better than last 
year. December is normally an off month due to inventory 
tax prevalent in many states. Next year’s sales volume 
should hold up to 1957 but the biggest headache is profit 
squeeze. 


Asbestos Paper. Orders are very slow for this mater- 
ial at present, with no indication of an increase in de- 
mand. Volume during this year was slightly better than 
last. The present market for Millboard is lower than at 
any time during the year with keen competition existing 
for all available business. The volume for this year is 
somewhat less than 1956. Sales for Saturated Paper are 
normal for the season, with production being ahead. 


Insulation. High Pressure. Order bookings are 
low and shipments to distributors stocks have been held 
up. Some if this is due to the approach of inventory time 
but it is felt that the current demand is considerably less 
than normal for this time of year. 


Insulation. Low Pressure. Orders for this material 
are very slow and the market situation becomes increas- 
ingly competitive. Volume will be slightly less than last 
year. 

Asbestos Cement Products. This market is season- 
ally slow. 


The market for Corrugated and Flat appears to be 
at a standstill. 


Volume for Roofing and Siding was good for October 
and November, but December indicates a decline below 
the same month last year. The outlook for the first quarter 
of 1958 is favorable on siding shingles. 


The present demand for A-C pipes is much below nor- 
mal for this time of year. There is always diminished vol- 
ume from inclement weather but the market today is suf- 
fering more than normal seasonal decline.

Contracts for future construction in the United States 
totalled $2,370,699,000 in November, approximately the 
same as in November 1956, F. W. Dodge Corporation 
reported. 


The latest figures compiled by the Dodge organiza- 
tion from Dodge Reports and supplementary sources show 
that November contracts for housing and for heavy engi- 
neering rose, but that these gains were approximately off- 
set by a drop in contracts for non-residential buildings. 
November marked the fifth consecutive month in which 
residential contracts showed a gain over the year ago 
month. 


Contracts for new residential buildings totalled $929,- 
987,000 in November, up three percent from November of 
last year. The increase was primarily due to a large gain 
in contracts for apartment buildings, aided by a rise in 
two-family houses and hotels; single-family homes ran a 
little behind the year-earlier figures. Dwelling units cov- 
ered by the November contracts numbered 72,147, an in- 
crease of five percent over November of last year. 

Contracts for non-residential buildings, at $878,484,- 
000, were down nine percent from November 1956. Com- 
mercial buildings were up slightly, entirely in the office 
and bank building category, and contracts for hospitals 
and public buildings rose sharply. All other types of non- 
residential buildings declined, however, with the most 
notable decline in manufacturing buildings. 

Heavy engineering contracts in November amounted 
to $562,228,000, up 11 percent from November of last year. 
Contracts for airports were down sharply, and highway 
contracts fell somewhat, but most other heavy engineer- 
ing categories were well ahead of November 1956. 

Commenting on the latest figures, Thomas S. Holden, 
Dodge vice-chairman, said : ‘‘Perhaps the outstanding fea- 
ture of the current trend is the continued upturn in hous- 
ing. The number of dwelling units covered by the con- 
tract figures has been running ahead of last year every 
month since July, confirming our earlier impression that 
the rise in housing is solidly based.

W. R. Seipt and R. A. Schneider (assignors to Keasbey & Matti- 
son Co., Ambler, Pa.). Apparatus for clarging into molds a slur- 
ry consisting of water, calcium hydroxide, siliceous material, and 
asbestos during the manufacture of low-density heat insulating 
blocks and other shapes. The equipment is specially designed to 
insure lengthwise orientation of the asbestos fibre in the mold, 
so as to obtain maximum reinforcement in the product. Fibre 
orientation originally set up in the viscous flow through the 
supply line is substantially maintained when the slurry is de- 
livered to the mold cavities.

Combustible Gas Sensing Elements, No. 2,816.863. Granted on 
December 17, 1957 to C. M. Page. Method of making and using 
a combustible gas sensing agent which will support moderate 
combustion without flame upon its surface in the presence of 
such gas. A mass of asbestos fibre is sprayed or impregnated 
with thorium oxide, heated to incandescence, and irpregnated 
with a sensing agent from the platinum metals group.
